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SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


- The S. S. Committee respectfully submit injcompliance with the de- 
mands of law, the following report of the schools in town for the 
year ending February, 1862. 

The committee have visited every school twice or more during ,the 
year. The teachers this year, as a class, were better qualifie r 
their work than they were last, they were more practical and effi t 
in their instruction. ; ; 

In many of the schools there has been frequent reviews, which 
young minds require, for it is wro gto be constantly crowding and 
oyertasking them with what is entirely new. Let parents remember that 
childhood, however precocious, is not manhood, that while ambitious 
children should be encouraged, they also need to be under the con- 
trol and guidance of a judicious discretion, which they do not posses. 
With able teachers we may reasonably expect that a steady pro- 
gress will characterise our common schools. 

In speaking of some evils in our schools we may very likely be 
charged with mounting our old hobby. Be itso, itis one that will 
never tire and we belive should be ridden into reform. . The practice 
of ‘securing a teacher who may be hired cheap, that the school may 
be long, should be abondoned in every district where practiced; this 
is the Prudential Committees work. We want teachers of energy, 
cultivation’ and aptness to impart instruction clearly and practically, 


igemba fault is an almost constant change of teachers. This great- 
] 
t 


irrasses the progress of our scholars. We admit of course 
incompetent teacher should be superseded by a better. 

But when a teacher has done really well, has evinced intelligence, 
industry, aptness to teach and good moral characteristics, such a one 
should be kept as long as entire competency for the place shall be 


exhibited. 
Bie experience of one term is a very valuable preparation for the 


“next. A thorough acquaintance with the disposition, with the men- 


tal and moral traits of the pupils, and their stage of real advanee- — 
went in the various branches is very important, to enable one to in- 
struct successfully and to adapt himself or hereself to the peculiari- 
ties of each scholar, they can then call out their powers in the most 
efficient manner. 

The scholars, too, will learn much faster under a teacher with 
whose method of government they are familiar than under a stranger. 
A yew teacher generally introduces a different order: of regujations. 
and they but just become acquainted with them, then comes me | 
and so on. We earnestly commend this matter to the consideratia 
of our Prud, Com and all concerned. Tardiness is another evil 

‘ich is in a great measure under tiie contfol of parents. But faults. 
yexposed, without a remedy, are faults still. 

Let the committee, teachers and parents be found in the work faith- 
fully discharging every known duty according to their ability, and 
there need be no prophet to tell us that our schools Will take a much 
higher stand than they nowoccupy. Parents should visit the schools. 
more; to cheer and encourage the teacher and scholars, to aequaint 
themselves personally in regard to the school, and co-operate with the 
trachers 80 far as they can athome, by seconding all his efforts. to, 
bring about the highest good of their children. ag
